On the: South: ‘Garotink, const stands 
one of those imposing colonial editices 
for which that state is famousy It was 
built during the times when the con 
ern settlérs, requiring laborers to wor 
on their tobacco plantations; were 
importing large cargoes of African ne- 
groes, who were held as slaves.

Different geharatiéns of his descend- 
alts discussed ihe statue and’ wonder- 
ed at the whim which led their progen- 
itor to erect it, One thing about it ex- 
cited special attention. Every -morn- 
ing the sun, shining in upon it, strikes 
the eyepiece of the sextant and, pass- 
ing through the tithe, casts a solar 
image on the opposite wall, The track 
of this round spot of — light changes 
with the season, “traversing a slightly 
different path each day. There is an- 
other thing that puzzled the owners of 
the . Granville ‘estate. The only in- 
scription on the ,statue, or, rather its 
pedestal, is the date of Richard Gran- 
ville’s birth. And not only is the” date 
given, but the hour and minute, 

‘Of ‘all topics connected = with the 
statue probably: the given of this mi- 
nute information was most discussed 
No one who saw it could ‘remember 
having seen any memorial giving either 
the hour and minute of a birth or the 
hour and minute of a death. But one 
generation after another passed away 
and no plausible reason for either the 
statue or its, singilar inscription was 
suggested. 

During the civil war Elwood Gran- 
ville, the owner of the estate at that 
time, fought for the maintenance of 
the system in the introduction. of which 
his progenitor took so important a part 
Colonel Granville was a religious man 
and one of those who traced authority 
for slavery from the Bible. After the 
war he returned to his plantation and 
began to run it anew under the system 
that had been born during the struggle. 

A few papers that had belonged to 
the original Granville were handed 
down ‘through his descendants. They 
had been preserved time and again by 


different persons, but appeared: to con-. 


tain nothing, to throw any light on the 
puzzles connected with the writer or 
receiver, One day Colonel Granville 
while amusing himself with these doc- 
uments, read a letter from the founder 
of his house to a clerkman, in_ which’ 
the former said that lic would like to 
leave at his death a fund for the bene- 
fit of the ‘negro race in America, but 
the time would not come for perhaps 
one or two centuries when such a’ be- 
quest could be utilized. 

Probably the statement had been 

read a hundred times by Richard Gran- 
ville’s descendants without making any 
marked impression. But Colonel Gran- 
ville read it at a time when the negro 
slave had been just emancipated and 
called, in all the ignorance inducted by 
his condition, to citizenship. The mean 
ing of the statement. “The time would 
not come for perhaps one or: two 
centuries,” was plain to him. More 
than one century had passed and 
brought the changed conditions. This 
led Colonel Granville, who was eager 
to help the negro, now that he had be- 
come a freeman, onward and upward 
to think.of the benefits that would ac- 
crue from such a bequest as was .men- 
tioned in the letter, 

Then suddenly two connected ideas 
entered Colonel Granvillé’s brain, The 
first was: Might not the writer have 
secretly carried out his intention, leav- 
ing a fund for the purpose that would 
turn up a century or two after his 
death? And might not the statue have 
something to do with its location? 

Thotigh he did not know it, he had 
made a mental leap bridging a century 
since his ancestor’s death. He deter- 
mined to make a study of the statue 
and everything that pertained to it. 
Every morning he devoted an hour to 
sitting before the bronze, looking at it 
and thinking about it. Perhaps he 
fancied that by thus mentally dwelling 
upon it through some spiritual process 
the secret would be imparted to him.

There seem to he two kinds of ideas 
in the human brain, those that are 
original or parent ideas and those that 
are offgpr.ng, The present case is an 
illustration. The conception that . the 
sun spot might have some meaning 
Was in a measure original (thought ev- 
erything, after all, is but a link in an 
eternal chain), and it suggested anoth- 
er idea—viz. Might not there be a con- 
nection between the sun spot and the 
date of birth on. the statue? 

Colonel ‘Granville sprang from his 
chair, He was confident that he had 
made an important discovery. What 
that discovery would lead to was an- 
He had little expecta- 
tion that it’ would work out his first 
conceptions which had come from the 
letter he had read, but he hoped it 
might solve the mystery of the. statue 
and the date ins¢ribed upon it. He 
was not long in inferring that on the 
day, hour and minute recorded on the 
Statue the sun spot would rest on a 
part of the wall which would — give 
some information or injunction intend- 
ed by.the man who had erected the 
Statue. ‘ ” 

The inscription gave the yéar, which 
could be of no importance since the 
sun traverses the same apparent path 
annually; the day, June 17; the hour, 
10 o'clock, and the minute, the twen- 
ty-fifth. In’ order words, if this were 
the true explanation, on June 17, at 
twenty-five minutes after 10 o’clock, 
the Position of the sun spot ‘would 
mean something. It could not refer to 
10 oclock at night for an obvious rea- 
son, : 

It was early in April when Coloncl 
Granville hit: upon this possible ex- 
planation. Nearly two months of wait- 
ing would be necessary before the spot 
would ‘reach a position corresponding 
with thedate The colonel, too impa- 
tient to defer investigation for what 
seemed to him so ‘long a period, was 
eager to get a computer to come and 
calculate where the ‘spot would be on 
the given day. But he knew of no one 
at hand who would be able to make 
the calculation. Besides, he had no 
desire to suffer the obloquy such an 
act would cast upon him, for when he 
stoppéd to think he was forced to ad- 
mit that no more chemericall idea could 
enter the brain of. man. 

So he was obliged to wait and while 
waiting planning an excuse for what 
he proposed to do. He determined to 
make a hole in the wall where the sun 
spot rested on the 17th of June at 
twenty-five minutes past» 10 in the 
morning, and he proposed to tell the 
household that he was looking for a 
convenient location for a chimney. he 
was thinking of building. Every day 
after that the colonel watched the 
movement of the spot with keen inter- 
est, and at the end of the month he 
could calculate pretty nearly where it 
would fall on the 17th of June. How

Con- 
sequently the spot was at the lowest 
point. In fact, it. rested on the floor.

It should 
be grown slowly, retarding the growth 
as much ag possible so as to bring it 
into bloom in the early spring. 
- Ixia, (Afriean Corn Lily)—A flowe 
of very graceful habit; producing an 
abundance of many colored flowers 
on spikes about eight inches long. As 
it most effective in masses plant six 
bulbs in a five inch pot, or in boxes 
two inches apart. When planting sur- 
round the bulbs with about an inch 
of clean coarse sand. 

Oxalie or. -'Bermuda ° Butercup—A 
most desirable plant for growing in- 
doors. . It is 4 very robust grower and 
produces an abundance ‘ot bright yel- 
low flowers: One bulb is sufficient 
for a five inch pot, 

Sparaxis—Are of dwarf habit at- 
taining a height of from. six to ten 
inches a little lie kthe Ixia. The 
flowers are compact, in spikes of the 
richest and most varied colors, spotted 
and. flaked ‘with pure. white, 
orange, 


yellow, 
red, purple and vviolet. 
They do well grown in pots or box- 
es, five or six bulbs in a five inch pot 
or two inches apart in boxes in a rich 
sandy loam, keep cool in partial shade 
until they. begin to grow, when they 
should receive light and water. 


AUTUMN GREEN VEGTTABLES 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


Frequently an early frost comes to 
prairie gardens and does considerable 
harm to vegetable plants, but there 
may not be anothér harmful frost, 
thereafter, for many days, It is -desir- 
able that long:season vegetables, such 
as melons, tomatoes, and egg plants 
be so protected that they escape the 
early frost and in this way be given 
favorable conditions for ripening more 
of their cherished fruit. 

,/Cheap coverings may be damaged 
jute. Sacks or from straw mats or straw 
may be piled over the plants at night 
and pulled to one side in the day time 
If the plants are close together it’ may 
be well to place a cold frame over the 
plants and to use sash and covers on 
the frames at night,
